Senate Is Expected Now to Ac- 
cept the Amended Measure.

WASHINGTON, 19.—With 
syne dissenting vote—that of De Armond 
of Missouri—the House passed to-day the 
re-revised Meat Inspection bill agreed on 


yesterday by the President and Speaker 
Cannon. 

In the brief debate that was allowed 
there was some slight criticism of the 
bill, three Democrats and one Repub- 
licam voicing it, but it was all directed at 
one paragraph—that providing the method 
of paying for the new inspection service. 

The bill was put through under sus- 
pension of the rules, which allowed but 
forty minutes for debate, half of which 
was controlled by Chairman Wadsworth 
of the Committee on Agriculture and the 
other half by Mr. Lamb, the senior Dem- 
ocrat of the committee. But in that 
short time the measure received a hearty 
approbation, and Chairman Wadsworth

minority leader. Wadsworth himself, re- 
ferring to the court review amendment, 
which had been eliminated, declared that

FOR KEAN, KIDNAPPER 


Tried and Sentenced Within 24 
Hours of His Capture. 


COURT PROCEEDINGS BRIEF 


Man Who Stole Freddie Muth Led 
Moaning Away to Solitary Con- 
finement and Hard Labor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 19.—John Jo- 
seph Kean, the kidnapper of little Fred- 
die Muth, to-day began a twenty-year 
sentence at solitary oonfinement and 
hard tabor in the Eastern Penitentiary, 
within twenty-four hours after his capt- 
ure. 

Only two hours and thirty minutes 
elapsed between the time the kidnapper 
was taken into the ‘court of the commit- 
ting magistrate and the moment when 
the sentence was imposed. 

The prisoner admitted all charges save 
one, that of having ill-treated the lad 
whom he had kept prisoner in the vacant 
house at 425 North Sixty-second Street. 
He made a tearful appeal for mercy, but 
without avail. simiei 

Kean can hardly survive the term of 
his imprisonment. He is a feeble wreck. 
Moreover, he says that he will commit 
suicide if death does not come naturally 
very soon, The police have taken con- 
stant precautions to see that he does him- 
self no harm, 

Should the convict live and conduct 
himself properly in prison twelve years 
and three months he would be turned 
loose a free man. The commutation sy3- 
tem would enable him to pay the penalty 
of his crime in’ about elght years less 
time than the sentence decrees.’ 

The man passed a sleepless night in the 
cellroom at the City Hall and pushed 
aside the food that the Warden carried to 
him in the morning. When he was taken 
to court he scanned the faces of all who 
entered. As he gazed Freddie Muth en- 
tered with his father. As he passed the 
cell the prisoner called ‘“‘ Hello, Freddle,”’ 
and the child turned and looked straight 
into the face of the man who had kid- 
napped him. No expression of fear ap- 
peared, He smiled slightly, but did not 
answer, 

Special Policeman Clear, who, with his 
fellow special, Beal, had captured the 
kidnaper, approached Freddie as he sat 
upon the bench. 

“Do you feel better to-day, little man?”’ 
asked the special. 

Freddie looked up and answered: 

“Yes, thank you, Sir.” 

Magistrate Eisenprown entered the 
court, and at a word the kidnapper was 
hustled out of the prisoners’ room and 
into the dock. His trembling returned. 
His shaking hand sought his face and re- 
mained there while, the eyes of all in the 
courtroom were upon him. 

“What will they do with me?” he 
whispered to a guard who stood near his 
elbow. ‘‘I only wanted money. I did not 
want to hurt the boy.” 

‘Silence! ’’ .called a court policeman. 
The word brought the trembling man to 
an erect position, and he clutched the 
rail while he answered the Magistrate’s 
questions and heard the charge. 

Several witnesses testified, and then 
Freddie was called to the witness stand. 

‘“‘Do you know that man in the dock?” 
asked Magistrate Eisenbrown. 

Freddie looked at Kean and hesitated a 
moment. 

The prisoner sprang forward and called: 

‘“Do you know me, Freddie?” 

Then the child answered, ‘‘ Yes,.”" 

He went on to tell how Kean had taken 
him from ‘school and kept him in the 
vacant house. He said the man would 
often leave him alone. Just at this stage 
the prisoner lost control of himself and 
cried: 

‘*I didn’t restrict him in anything! 
didn’t hurt him! I didn’t!” 

‘‘We will hear that later,” the Magis- 
trate broke in, and the prisoner subsided, 

“Did this man strike you?" the boy 
was asked. 

“No,” was the reply. 

After this Kean was allowed to tell his 

story, and then the Magistrate said: 
. ‘If I had the disposition of this case, I 
would assemble a large number of wo- 
men who have children and turn you 
over to their tender mercies. I hold you 
without bail for the assault and battery 
and the kidnapping of Charles Frederick 
Muth.” 

“I didn’t assault him,” wailed the man 
as he was led away. 

The commitment was taken to the office 
of the District Attorney and then disposed 
of by the Grand Jury, and at 2:15 o'clock 
in the afternoon the prisoner was ar- 
raigned before Judge Suizperger. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Joseph H. Taulane 
was the prosecutor. The child stolen had 
no counsel. 

‘‘Are you guilty or not guilty?” asked 
the Judge, as Kean stood leaning half 
way through the prisoner's cage. 

“Not guilty in some sense, your Hon- 
or,’’ quavered the man, 

Court Officer McNicoll whispered scme- 
thing to him, and he changed his mind. 

‘“‘Guillty,”” he saia simply. 

Again the facts in the case were gone 
over, and then the court said to the pris- 
oner: 

“You say you night tell some one with 
better training than yourself.

‘*T would tell him that I didn’t mean to 
take the boy away,” replied Kean, who 
clutched the railing. ‘I know it looked 
a roundabout way of getting money, but 
I owed money to the landlord, for whom I 
collected, and he was pressing me.”’

CARNEGIE AIDS RESEARCH. 


New Astronomical Idea Will Be Test- 
ed on Two Continents. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., June 19.—With 
| Andrew Carnegie as his financial backer, 
Dr. Lewis Boss, Director of the Dudley 
Observatory, a branch of Union Uni- 
versity at Albany, has started a series of 
astronomical researches which will take 
teh years, and will include a three years’ 
residence in the Argentine Republic. The 
Olcott Meridian circle, a big star-gazing 
instrument presented to the Dudley Ob- 
servatory in 1856, will be transplanted 
bodily to South America. Two of the 
class of 1906 of Union College, Meade J. 
Zimmer and John A. O'Donnell, will ac- 
company Dr. Boss across the Equator and 
assist him in his work. 

The Carnegie Institution at Washington, 
founded five years ago by Mr. Carnegie, 
has since then contributed from $5,000 to 
$8,000 a year toward the maintenance of 
the Dudley Observatory. When Dr, Boss 

; announced that he would begin his astro- 
nomical observations on a larger scale, 
and would test his theory for the first 
time, the institution, upon Mr. Carnegie’s 
recommendation, decided to give $20,000 a 
year for ten years toward the furtherance 
of the astronomer’s plans. 

The idea is to examine the stellar com- 
binations from points in both the North- 
ern and Southern Hemispheres, with the 
Same instrument, thus securing -absolute 
accuracy.

WASHINGTON, June 19.—It became 
known at the Capitol today- that the tre- 
mendous pressure which has been put on 
the Rate bill conferrees in the last few 
days to eliminate or amend the provision 
forbidding common carriers to transport 
commodities which they produce them- 
selves was instigated by the Standard 
O1l Company. 

This pressure has come ostensibly from 
independent oil producers throughout the 
country. Hundreds of telegrams have 
been received by Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, and in the entire lot there 
has not been a signature that was recog- 
nizable ag in any way concerned in the 
welfare of Standard Oil, 

Yet it develops that the whole movement 
was brought about by Standard Oil. The 
disclosure was made by a member of the 
Pennsylvania delegation in the House who 
received from an independent producer 
in his district a copy of a letter that had 
been sent out by Joseph Seep. 

He is the purchasing agent of the 
Standard. This interesting communica- 
tion was addressed to the fleld buyers of 
the Standard, and said: 

“It is desired that you have a number 
of telegrams sent to-day and to-morrow 
morning to United States Senators and 
Congressmen, especially the latter, from 
as prominent oil companies or producers 
as you can get in their districts. Tele- 
gtams should state the pipe line amend- 
ment to the Rate bill now before the 
joint conference committee will work 
great injury to the oil-producing interests 
and should be stricken out. 

“I state for the information of the 
people that are asked to send such mes- 
sages that the amendment prohibits the 
owners of any pipe line carrying its own 
production or any oi] they may buy to !ts 
own refinery. 

“It proposes to turn the property of the 
pipe lines over for public use only and 
then prohibits the pipe-line owners from 
carrying their own oll, and for that reason 
the owners of the. pipe lines could not be 
ore of any producing property or 
oil. 

“If the pipe Iine amendment {fs not 
stricken out of the Rate bill the dis- 
turbances {t will create in the oll indus- 
try In the care of the production and the 
marketing of the same will be a véry 
serious matter to the general producing 
interests, 

“From the above-stated facts you 
should have telegrams framed where the 
producer or producing companies realize 
the danwer involved. It is from the im- 
portant and well-known independent pro- 
ducing interests you are to have these 
telegrams sent, if possible by people that 
are known by their. Representatives. 

** A copy of this has gone to all Superin- 
tendents. Please aid them as to parties 
whom they might see. 

““JOSHZPH SHEP.” 

This letter was spread broadcast among 
the Standard’s representatives in the oil 
fields of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Virginia, and 
New York, and it has had a large effeot. 
Members of Congress from these States 
and the Senators have been flooded with 
telegrams from independent oil interests, 
urging them to use their influence with 
the conferrees to prevent the adoption of 
the pipe line amendment. 

As a result of this avalanche of telg- 
grams, @ caucus of members from the 
four States was held, and it was decided 
to do all in their power to bring about a 
modification of the objectionable pro- 
visions. Representatives Dalzell and 
Burke took a leading part in the matter 
and saw the conferrees on the part of 
the House and the Senate. 

Senator Foraker of Ohio asked to talk 
over the matter with the conferrees, but 
he was able to get no further than the 
door of the conference room. Other Sen- 
ators and members brought their influ- 
ence to bear upon the conferrees, but 
whether they will pursue the matter after 
learning that the scheme was hatched up 
by the Standard is another matter. 

The plan mapped out by Mr. Seen 
worked admirably. Of all the hundreds of 
telegrams that came to members and Sen- 
ators, not one was signed by a person or 
firm known to be a part of the Oil Trust. 


The signatures were all those of inde-} 


pendent operators, and on the face of the 
matter it was purely a protest from the 
interests arrayed against the Standard. 
However, it is quite probable that the 
pipe line amendment will be modified, 
even though it is discovered that the pro- 
test was instigated by the Standard. 

It is admitted that the amendment re- 
quires straightening out so that it will 
permit pipe line companies to carry their 
own product as well as the product of 
other shippers.

The Old Order of Things Is to be Re 
established To-morrow—Reasons 
Given for Change. 


| fhe three-platoon system in the Police 


Department was abolished yesterday by 
Commissioner Bingham after a long con- 
ference on police matters with Mayor 
McClellan. Beginning to-morrow mori- 
ing at 6 o'clock the department will re 


turn to what fs practically the old two- 
platoon system. 

A formal order abolishing the present 
system and telling what the new will 
be was issusd by the Commissioner yes- 
terday afternoon. The change means that 
patrolmen in the future will put in longer 
hours and the rank and file of the depart- 
ment denounced the change in strong lan- 
guage. They were declaring last night 
that it was a political move made to pune 
ish the partolmen for voting against May- 
or McClellan in the last election, end, ine 
cidentally, was a slap at Charles F. Mum 
phy as Tammany leader. 

It came out yesterday also that the Al- 
dermanic Finance Committee had held up 
Commissioner Bingham's plans for ap- 
pointing four new Police Inspectors, by 
refusing to make provision for the sala- 
ries of such Inspectors because the police 
officials refused to promise to keep In- 
spector Elbert O. Smith in the depart~- 
ment. 

Police Commissioner Bingham’s explan- 
ation of the change in patrol systems 
came in the form of a typewritten state~ 
ment. Here it ts: 

“ Because of the failure of the Board of 
Aldermen to grant the increase of the 
force asked for and the pressing neces- 
stty for more men, owing to vacations 
and numerous and urgent calls for the va~ 
rious Summer resorts, which strained the 
resources of the department, it has been 
deemed necessary in order to accomplish 
the work demanded of the department to 
return to the two-platoon system. This 
system offers these advantages: 

“1 It increases the number of men on 
duty at night by 60 per cent. 

“© It increases the number of reserve 
men at night from one-ninth to one-half 
during the first tour, and from one-ninth 
to one-fourth during the second toun 

“3. During the night one-half of the 
entire force is on patrol, and the other 
half is on reserve from 6 P. M, to 12 M, 

“4. It enables the department to make 
patrol posts straight. 

“5, It gives thirty-six hours’ patrol, 
twenty-eight hours’ reserve, and thirty- 
two hours at home to each patrolman,” 

The order, which will be read in all po- 
lice stations to-day, states that the patrol 
force in future will be divided into two 
platoons, to be known as the first and 
second platoon, each platoon to be divid- 
ed into two sections, the sections to be 
known as the first, second, third, 
fourth sections. It goes on to say; 
The police day will begin at 6 A. M., at 
which hour the First Section of the First 
Platoon will go on patrol, the Second, Third, 
and Fourth Sections being at home. 

From 8 A. M. to 1 o’clock P. M. the Second 
Section of the First Platoon will patrol, the 
First Section will be on reserve, and the Third 
and Fourth Sections at home. From 1 to 6 
o'clock P. M. the First Section will patrol, 
the Second Section will be in reserve, and the 
E and Fourth at home. 

From 6 o’clock P. M. to 12 o'clock midnight 
; the Third and Fourth Sections will patrol, and 
j the First and Second Sections will be In re- 
serve. From 12 midnight to 6 A. M. the First 
and Second Sections will patrol, the Third 

Section will be in reserve, and the Fourth 

Section at home. 

The second day brings about a change, 
j the third section beginning the tour of 
ipatrol duty, and thus the men will ro~ 
tate, the second section beginning the 
tour of patrol duty on the third day, and 
the fourth section beginning patrol on 
the fourth day. On the fifth day it all 
begins over again. 

Captains are instructed to divide their 
forceS at once into two platoons and four 
pwc as provided in the order, and 
Givide their precincts into straight day 
and night posts as was the system ten 
year3 ago. 

Roundsmen will get a night off duty 
once in sixteen days, patrolmen will get 
a night off once in twenty days, and 
doormen will get a night off once in thirty 
days. The order will not apply to the 
river and harbor squad, nor to the traffic 
squad. Just how it will affect the Brook- 
lyn Bridge Precinct is a conundrum, as ft 
is asserted that under the city’s charter 
the Bridge Commissioner has power to 
say just how tours of duty shall be per- 
formed on the bridge.

The suit in which this decision was ren- 
dered was brought by C. P. Goldsmith & 
Co., jewelry manufacturers, of 33 Gold 
Street, against Hammel, Ringlander & 
Co., a wholesale concern, of 49 Maiden 
Lane. The plaintiff, according to the | 
papers in the suit, had agreed to provide 
the defendant with a consignment of scarf 
holders, which were to be 14-karat gold 
|plate and ‘acid proof.’’ A part of the 
{order was delivered and sent back, on the 
ground that the gold did not come up to 
the guarantee. 

In court, an application of pure nitric 
jacid to one of the articles caused the

TO AID SAN FRANCISCO. 


Government Will Deposit $12,000,000 
with the Banke There. 


WASHINGTON, June 19.—An agree- 
ment was practically reached to-day by 


the President, Secretary Shaw, and the 
delegation of representative citizens of 
San Francisco, by which substantial aid 
will be given to San Francisco by the 
Government. 

It is proposed that the United States 
freasury deposit with the San Francisco 
ganks $12,000,000 of Government money, 
with bonds of the city as security for the 
deposit, the money to remain with the 
banks until such time as the Government 
shall call for it. This may not be for a 
number of years, so that the banks have 
practical assurance that they may retain 
the deposit for such a period as will be of 
value in the reconstruction of the city. 

Under the Jaw the Secretary of the 
Treasury has authority to deposit Gov- 
ernment funds in this way. He cannot, 
of course, bind his successor to leave the 
money on deposit, but he himself may 
leave it there until it is needed by the 
Government. It is proposed in California 
to organize a corporation with a capital 
of several millions of dollars, composed 
of prominent and Influential men through- 
out the State of California and other 
States, and to issue bonds to guarantee 
the Government against loss through the 


banks.

WITTE BLAMES THE JEWS. 


|Are Cause of Outbreak, He Says— 


Also Denounces the Duma. 


VICHY, France, June 19.—Count Witte, 
the former Premier of Russla, who came 
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here for a rest and to take the cure, re- 
fuses to be quoted in connection with 
Russian politics, taking the ground that 
it would be not only against his own 
personal interest, but also against the 
interests of his country. On this con«i- 
tion he received a correspondent of The 
Associated Press who had known him at 
the Portsmouth Peace Conference, and 
who, although unable to cable a direct 
interview with him, can give the follow- 
ing brief review of the situation in Rus- 
sia, as looked on possibly from Witte’s 
point of view: 

It is generally known that Witte is 
favorable to the progressive development 
of Russian institutions, while maintain- 
ing order. Therefore he cannot approve 
of the action of the lower house of Par- 
HNament, which, according to the Count, 


{s doing its utmost to develop into a revo- | 


lutionary body, and not only delays the 
reforms which it advocates, but contrib- 
utes to create and maintain a state cf 
chaos, resulting from the conflict be- 
tween the legislative and executive 
branches of the Government, 

It Is known that Witte is personally 
favorable to the Jews and their desires, 
as contained in the memorandum pre- 
sented to him when at Portsmouth by 
the committee of prominent American 
Jews, but he strongly condemns the atti- 
tude they are assuming in Russia, in 
placing themselves. at the head of the 
revolutionary movement, against the ad- 
vice of their own enlightened leaders, 
thus making.it impossible for their _non- 
Jewish friends to assist . them. Witte 
thinks the Russian Jews who are acting 
in this manner are blind, for if they are 
defeated they will be more oppressed 
than before, whereas if. successful 
remainder of the population, which Is 
more anti-Semitic than in other countries, 
will oblige them to fly the country. 

The Jews of Russia. had only one proper 
course to pursue, and that was to insist 
that all rights granted other races be 
also granted to them, nothing more and 
nothing less. Having resorted to violence, 
they provoked reprisals and reaction, espe- 
they provoked ‘reprisals and reaction. 
The troubles of the past week at Bialy- 
stock are the best illustration of the situ- 
ation, as they were caused by Jews kill- 
ing Chief of Pelice Derkatchoff, who 
happened to be an exceptionally conserva- 
tive official, whdse entire aim was to 
maintain order and tranquillity. Count 
Witte thinks that under such conditions 
it is natura! that the Jewish question in 
Russia cannot be solved tp the satisfaction 
ot the Jews or their friends. 

Besides the Jewish question, there is a 
higher and greater question that the 
whole of Russia must consider, namely, 
the necessity of preventing inconsiderate 
action by revolutionists of all kinds and 
opinions, endangering reform measures 
already put in effect and threatening the 
future progress of the empire. On this, 
Count Witte believes, there can be no 
difference of opinion among those who 
know Russia. he Government, will not 
permit any consideration to interfere with 
measures it deems necessary to adopt to 
stop the evils mentioned.

We know what the pessimists will do 
with these figures. They will go right 
along repeating themselves. They are 
at this moment saying just what they 
said five years ago. It will be remem- 
bered that Mr. McKInuey had shortly 
before been elected, and was soon to be 
assassinated.

failed and the croakers reveled. Couut- 
less were the sermons upon the “ spec- 
ulative debauch ” of the early nineties, 
innumerable were the “ conservative ” 
comments upon the wickedness and fol- 
ly of capitalizing the future. Well, the 
result is at hand, and we shouid say, 
comparing facts and theory, that the 
wickedness and folly remain yet to be 
demonstrated as a finality, the resuils 
to date surpassing everything which 
was promised. We knew before that the 
Steel Trust, the world’s behemoth cor- 
poration, had more than redeemed its 
prospectus. We ‘know now that so 
have the other industrial capitaliza- 
tions, taken as an aggregate. It is 
marvzlous precisely because of the 
abatement necessary to make in indi- 
vidual cases. The solidity of the gen- 
eral structure is demonstrated without 
in the least justifying or excusing the 
abuses and scandals which have de- 
stroyed any claim that American 
finance is impeccable. It is full of 
blemishes, but, like everything human, 
is entitled to be judged upon the aver- 
age and by results. 

No man knows what the future may 
bring forth, but it is consoling to be 
able to say that the lapse of years en- 
ables us to repeat now what THE TIMES 
said in its review of the earlier of tie 
years embraced in this summary: “It 
is a safe assertion that at the close of 
1901 the American people form the 
richest, the most prosperous, the most 
productive, the most contented com- 
munity that the world has seen.” That 
is history. The rest is prophecy, and 
not given to mortals. It is cautionary 
to read that the debits have increased 
as well as the credits. Wages have 
increased 82 per cent., and materiais’ 
cost 81 per cent. Expenses of manu- 
facture have increased 63 per cent. 
What effect has this had upon profits’? 
We are only told the increase of 
“value,” which depends upon the mar- 
ket price, we suppose, and it might 
prove elusive. This touches upon the 
weak point in every industrial capital- 
ization. If the product becomes unsal- 
able the entire capitalization is depre- 
ciated. The most expensive factories 
are the idle ones. If owners are to be 
kept solvent they must be enabled to 
sell what they prodyce.

At home, he says, there is no: lack 
of confidence in brick buildings, though 
Japan has many earthquakes more severe 
than the one which caused, or started, the 
destruction of San Francisco, but the 
secret of safety is the use of good mortar. 
It is undoubtedly true that American 
builders use a vast amount of mortar 
ranging from indifferent to bad. This is 
perfectly well known to everybody with 
any ‘knowledge at all on the subject who 
watches the construction of our houses 
and observes the quality of the sand and 
the small proportion of lime that is mixed 
with it. Only a minute part of this coun- 
try has the earthquake habit with any 
seriousness, however, and our buildings 
usually stand firmly enough fér the few 
years that elapse before we are ready to 
put up bigger and more expensive struct- 
ures in their places. Now and then, to be 
sure, when a contractor is especially 
ignorant or dishonest and takes chances 
with mere mud, one of our buildings falls 
down of its own weight, usually before 
it is completed. San Francisco seems to 
jhave been built with little or no regard 
to the peculiarities of local conditions, 
partly, no doubt, because San Francisco 
never liked to admit that the local condi- 
tions really were peculiar, but the quality 
of mortar used did not play much of a 
réle in increasing the amount of destruc- 
tion there. The wooden buildings made 
most of the city’s ruin, and of them Dr 
NAKAMURA apparently had nothing to say. 


If he visits Palo Alto his observations | 
may be highly interesting, but it may be | 


doubted that he will have a chance to 
talk mortar there, though the big stone 
buildings were lamentably wrecked. 


A question could

We do not think the 
matter a very important one, but it can 
on that account be discussed in all its 
various bearings with the greater frank- 
ness. Our own interest still centres in 
the disproportion between cost and price, 
but the tariff feature does have certain 
merits as a topic for purely academic de- 
bate.

Mr. Berwind began his testimony by 
explaining the growth of his company 
from @& partnership formed in the Fall 
of 1874 between Charles F. Berwind, his 
brother, who died in 1890, and Mr, White, 
who had been in business for many years 
in the firm of White & Lingle. The con- 
cern was incorporated in 1886, and thir- 
teen or fourteen small interests were 
bought up. He was offered a salary or a 
partnership ~interest and had chosen 
the latter. 

He said his competitors were the Stir- 
ling Company, R. B. Wigton & Sons, the 
Keystone Coal and Coke Company, the 
Pefin Coal Company, and the Beech Creek 
Company. 

“ Doesn't the Keystone Company use the 
power of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany to get business?’’ asked Mr. Glas- 
gow, counsel for the commission. 

“That is a rumor I have heard, but I 
do not know anything about it,”” replied 
|Mr. Berwind. 

“Haven't you complained,” persisted 
| the lawyer, “that the Keystone Company 
; enjoyed a quicker movement of cars be- 
}cause of Mr. Cassatt’s influence?” 
“There ts In the Keystone Company a 
| former associate of a brother of mine,” 
replied Mr. Berwind, ‘and this gentle- ° 
'man has said he could do many things 
we can’t do because of the fact that Mr. 
Cassatt has an implied interest im the 
Keystone Company. I think it is an un- 
fortunate thing that Robert Cassatt, the 
; son of President Cassatt, is in the Key- 
stone Company. If were to walk as 
straight as this desk he would bring down 
criticism on the company.”’ 

Continuing his testimony Mr. Berwind 
said no one connected with the Pennsyl- 
|vania Railroad had any interest in the 
| Berwind-White Company. He told of buy- 
jing 100 cars of the Pennsylvania during 
the coal strike in 1902. 

He said that every concern was snatch- 
ing up all the cars that could be had, and 
his company was forced to get cars or lose 
contracts. To supply contracts they went 
'out and bought coal wherever they could 
| find it. Other companies were able to* 
| get coal and the Berwind-White Company 
was not getting any. The car factories 
were filled with orders a year ahead, so 
his concern had to buy of the Pennsyl- 
vania and pay $1,187 per car. All through 
the strike, Mr. Berwind said, other ship- 
pers got 830 per cent. more cars than his 
company did. 

Mr. Glasgow read several telegrams 

showing that the Pennsylvania Railway 
|officials knew that the Berwind Company 
|‘was sorely in need of cars, but Mr. Ber- 
; wind said that hé knew nothing of the 
telegrams except that they were likely to 
have been sent In consequence of his own 
; urgent demands for cars. 
Mr. Berwind said plainly that the aban- 
;donment of rebates was no doubt the 
cause of placing the Norfolk & Western 
‘in the hands of a receiver. He said the 
Norfolk & Western was carrying coal 400 
miles for 37 cents a ton and paying 75 
cents a ton to get it into New York 
against competition that had to haul but 
329 miles and had free entrance to the 
market. 

‘““The moment the rebates stopped the 


receivership came,’’ observed Mr. Glas- 
gow. 

‘** Precisely,”’ said Mr. Berwind. ‘“‘Gen- 
eral rebating was a factor In all business 
at that time. As to that, all I ask is an 
even keel and a fair chance.” 

Lefore he left the stand he told of a 
payment of $43,000 made by his firm to 
the Pennsylvania Company for the exten- 
sion of a pier.

CHARLES H. GATES WINS 
AUTOMOBILE SPEED CASE: 


Qualifies as an Expert in His! 
Trial in Special Sessions. 


TOOK AN HOUR FOR 10 MILES | 


Son of John W. Gates Acquitted of | 
Running His Machine at Twenty- 


five Miles an Hour. 


Qualifying as a speed expert, Charles | 
H. Gates, son and partner of John W.} 
Gates, took the stand in his own defense | 
yesterday when brought to trial in Special | 
Sessions on a charge of violating the au-| 
tomobile speed ordinance. The three} 
Justices accepted the estimate of young | 
Mr. Gates of the rate at which he was/ 
running his machine when arrested, | 
rather than that of a bicycle policeman, | 
and ordered his acquittal. 

Mr. Gates was arrested on March 9 at 
Jerome Avenue and 169th Street. He pro-| 
tested then that the policeman was 
wrong and that he had not violated the 
law, but nevertheless he was taken to 
the Highbridge Police Station. Arthur 
J. Singer, a young man who was with 
Mr. Gates in the automobile at the time} 
ne was arrested, accompanied him to 
court yesterday and was a witness in his 
behalf. 

Policeman Frederick C. Vanderpoel, 
who arrested Mr. Gates, was the first 
witness. Examined by Assistant District 
Attorney Krotel, he said that he was 
standing at the corner of Jerome Avenue 
and 162d Street at about 7 o’clock in the 
evening on March 9, when he saw Mr. 
Gates come over the bridge in his ma- 
chine at the rate of about twenty-five 
miles an hour and go north on Jerome 
Avenue. He jumped on his motor cycle, 
he said, and started in pursuit. At 169th | 
Street Mr. Gates slowed up and was ar- 
rested. The policeman admitted that he 
had not consulted a stop watch, nor had 
he looked at the figures of his speed- 
ometer before and after the chase. 

“How could you tell how fast the au- 
tomobile was running, then?”’ asked Bu- 
gene L. Bush, Mr. Gates’s counsel, on 
cross-examination. 

“J have been a member of the bicycle 
squad for two years, and can rely on 
my judgment. I know the automobile was 
going faster than fifteen miles an hour, 
and I think it was going twenty-five most | 
of the way,’ the policeman replied. 

“You feel that your offhand judgment | 
wag sufficient to warrant you in making 
an arrest?” 

“It was. Otherwise I should not have 
arrested Mr. Gates,”’ said the policeman. 

Mr. Gates was then called to the stand. 
He said he was 29 years old and that he 
lived at 667 Madison Avenue. 

‘The night J was arrested I started at 
6:30 o'clock from the home of Mr. Singer,” 
he said. ‘“‘I had an appointment at the 
Woodmansten Inn at 7:80 o’clock, and 
allowed myself an hour to reach the place. | 
I should say the distance is about ten | 
miles. There were four persons in the | 
automobile. My chauffeur, Frederick L. 
Walch, and I were on the front seat.” 

“ Who was running the car?” asked Mr. 
Bush. 
yi a was,” said Mr. Gates. “I never ride 
in an automobile when any one else is 
running it.” 

Mr. Gates said there was another car | 
in front of him while he was running | 
across the bridge. At 169th Street and | 
Jerome Avenue he saw the car in front 
stop. The next thing he knew Vanderpoel | 
had arrested him, he said. | 

“I had the machine on the second speed | 
clutch,” he said. ‘‘I knew that when so | 
geared it could not go any faster than 
fifteen miles under any circumstances. I 
have run it over 4,000 miles in Europe 
and over 2,000 miles in this country. It 
weighs 4,800 pounds. Its highest speed is 
80 miles an hour. It’s the only machine 
on which I have no speedometer. It is 50 
slow that really it is not worth while.” 

“Were you ever convicted of speed-| 
ing?"’ asked Mr. Krotel on cross-exami- 
nation. 

*“* Never,” said Mr. Gates. 

“Ever permit anything on wheels to/| 
pass you when you are in an automo-! 


bile? "' asked Presiding Justice McKean. 

‘“‘Oh, many times,’’ said Mr. Gates, 

Mr. Singer took the stand and testified | 
that he knew something about automo- 
biles. He had used one twice a week for 
six years. He was sure Mr. Gates’s ma- 
chine was not going twenty-five miles 
an hour, he said. The chauffeur, who 
followed as a witness, said he thought 
they were running at about twelve miles | 
an hour when arrested. | 

“Well, are you a judge of high speed?” 
Mr. Krotel asked. 

“Yes, and of low speed as well,”’ said 
the chauffeur. 

“Did you stop anywhere on your way ! 
to the bridge? ’’ asked Justice McKean. 

** No,” said the chauffeur. 

“That will be all the testimony we}! 
want,’’ said the Justice. After a consul- 
tation with Justices McAvoy and Deuel | 
he announced the decision 

“We know Policeman Vanderpoel as a 
conscientious officer,”’ said the Judge. 
“But you will be happy to know that a 
majority of the cou believe the prepon- 
derance of evidence is in your favor.”

Although the tes- 
tator left a large fortune, there was noth- 
ing in the will to indicate the value of the 
jestate.

The chief beneficiaries are the testa-

The 
apparent outlines of a window back of a 
bureau that stood against the south wall 
confirmed the impression that it was the

Detectives Wines and O'Rourke pushed 
aside the bureau yesterday afternoon. 
They found a door instead of a window. 
They forced the lock and entered a room 
seven feet wide between the real rear 
wall of the house and Mrs. Kinnan's 
1oom, In one end of the musty littie 
room was a tall chest covered with felt 
It was locked, hut the key was in the 
lock. Irside the chest the detectives 
found about 100 pieces of silverware, most 
of it old, most of it good material, on 
. ‘ the initials of Mrs. 
Stentonu’s fam Only a few pieces 
had other initials on them, and they wers 
«ft tho old woman's husband. 

Capt. Price thought that the old plate 
was wcerth perhaps $1,000, Coroner Mc- 
Donald, who took an inventory of the 
articles found, said he wouldn’t hagard 
& guess ag to what it was worth. in- 
side the chest and in the room the de- 
tectives found several articles of cloth- 
ing, some pieces of slik that had never 
been made up, and three or four suits of 
men’s clothing of different sizes. The 
findings also included two daggers and 
two guns, ons a rifle of Swiss workman- 
ship and the other a muzzle-loading gun 
as ancient as the mansion itself. 

Tn a little hallway between the parlor 
and the dining room the detectives_found 
a closet which had not been searched be- 
fore. In it they found what appeared io 
be two sandbags of ancient pattern. They 
were made by hand out of red cloth, and 
were partly filled with sand. 

What interested the police more than 
anything else found yesterday was a pile 
of new goods, varying from rough hard- 
ware to delicate toilet sets, which the de- 
tectives collected from burezus in several 
rooms, but mostly from one of the upper 
rooms. There were bolts of silk and 
linen bearing the tags of downtown 
stores, women's wear that had apparent- 
ly never been unfolded, toilet sets of 
ivory and silver, high-priced stationery, 
silk gloves, carpenter tools, and pocket 
oleate stuff to set up a general 
store. 

Capt. Price says that a relative of Mrs. 
Stenton told him about the secret room. 
This relative, Capt, Price says, sald he 
lived in the ancient Stenton mansion when 
a boy, ran errands for the old woman, 
whom he described as imperious and 
strong-willed, and acted as footman, tell- 
ing callers that Mrs. Stenton was or was 
not in, as she ordered. All kinds of men 
and women went into the house at ail 
times of the day and night, the story 
runs, and Mrs. Stenton herself went out 
mostly after dark, always heavily veiled. 

After the search in the house yesterday 
Coroner McDonald said: 

“It looks mighty fume to me. I 
can't explain satisfactorily to myself 
what all this new truck was doing in the 
house.” 

Coroner McDonald has set to-morrow 
for the preliminary hearing before the in- 
guest. All the witnasses will be gath- 
ered together. Coroner McDonald would 
not say last night whether he expected 
enough evidence to be produced at the 
hearing to warrant an arrest. 

Old Mrs, Stenton /s still at the home of 
her relative, near her home. The house 
is watched, and no one is allowed to talk 
to her, except with the permission of the 
police or the Coroner. It is said that she 
doesn’t know that her old home has been 
searched from top to bottom.

POOLE GETS LIFE TERM 
FOR MURDER OF OHARA 


He Says Victim’s Daughter and 
Brown Did the Killing. 


DETECTIVES DISBELIEVE IT 


But the District Attorney Thinks 
Others Were Concerned in the 
Crime, and WIIll Investigate. 


MINEOLA, L. IL, June 19.—Grover 
Cleveland Poole, the young man convict- 
ed of killing his sweetheart’s father, 
James O’Hara, at Port Washington, L. 
I., was sentenced to Sing Sing Prison for 
life by Justice Burr in the Nassau Coun- 
ty Supreme Court to-day. When the 
Clerk asked Poole if he had anything to 
say he replied: 

“TI am innocent, but I will take my 
medicine like a man.” 

Motions for a new trial and for a stay 
were both denied. The Justice sentenced 
Poole without comment. 

Mrs. Emma Duryea of 1,866 Herkimer 
Street, Brooklyn, cousin of the prisoner, 
who was sitting in the rear of the court- 
room with Poole’s parents and his two 
sisters, fainted as he was being taken to 
his cell. She was carried out by George 
Poole, father of the prisoner. 

For the first time since his arrest Poole 
weakened when the keeper was about to 
Jeave him in his cell, and begged to see 
County Detective Hults, to whom he 
said he wanted to make a confession, To 
Hults Poole said that O'Hara was killed 
In his own house, and his body after- 
ward taken to the woods where it was 
found. 

He declared that on Sunday night, Aug. 
13, he and O’Hara arrived at the house 
shortly before midnight. They found 
Mrs. O’Hara, her daughter Gertrude, and 
Frank Brown, a boarder, there. O'Hara 
was drunk, and Poole took him upstairs 
to bed. He then went to sleep on the 
sofa in the parlor. About half an hour 
later, he said, he was awakened by a 
shot, and downstairs rushed Brown and 
Gertrude O'Hara. 

Poole told Hults that they, or one of 
them, admitted killing the old man. An 
hour later, he said, they carried the body 


to the woods, and the following morning 
all his clothing and bedclothes were 
burned and the bedstead broken into 
pieces and used for firewood. He said 
O'Hara hated Brown because he thought 
he was paying too much attention to 
Mrs. O'Hara. 

Poole’s story is not credited. There re 
manifest flaws in it, the detectives think. 
He failed, while on the witness stand, to 


implicate Frank Brown, although he ad-| 


mitted that their relations were not 
friendly. O'Hara's clothing was _ found 
on the skeleton, and the bullet marks in 
the clothing proved that he had worn it 
when shot. Despite this fact, Poole al- 
leges that O'Hara’s clothing was burned 
the morning of Aug. 14. 

However, the District Attorney is con- 
vinced that more than Poole were con- 
cerned in the murder, and the statement 
will have the fullest investigation. Sher- 
iff Gildersleeve will take Poole to Sing 
Sing to-day.
